4. Gratuity for Government civil servants holding

With the approval of the Right E[on''ble the Secretary] of 
State for India, it has been decided that, as a rale, Government' 
civil servants holding commissions in the Indian Army Reserve 
of Officers are entitled, on cessation of military service, to receive^ 
the gratuity npder paragraph 166, Army Regulations, India, 
Volume I, and Army Department letter No, 1^903, dated the S9th 
August 1917, based on the military pay of their army rank and 
last appointment, even though they may have been drawing their 
civil pay during* their military service. 

In the case of officers of the Indian z' rmy Reserve who are 
'granted military rank pro jformcb for purpose's of convenience in 
carrying out their official duties but who continue to perform 
their civil duties and receive their civil emoluments, the gratuity 
may be granted -or withheld according to the circumstances of each 
case at the discretion of the Government of India.

18. Re-classification of Indian station hospitals. 

With reference to j)aragraph 5 of Army Instruction (India) 
No. 1343 of 1918, it has been decided that, pending the perma- 
nent classification of Indian station hospitals, which will be made 
■on the restoration of normal conditions. General Officers Com- 
manding Divisions .and Independent Brigades, shall review the 
■classification of all suoh hospitals under their command every 
three months, and make any re-classifioation that may be necessary 
■owing to alterations in the strength of garrisons, reporting their 
action to the Director, Medical' Services in India, and to the Con- 
troller of Military Accounts concerned. The strength of garrison 
on which the previous classification was based and that on which 
the new classification is made, should be stated in the reports, 
"which should be submitted not later than the. 15th March, June, 
September and December. 

. 2. ' Hospitals should only be re-classified 

(1) when the increase or decrease in the strength of the 

garrison is likely to ilast for sis months or longer ; 

(2) when the increase or decrease in the strength of the 

garrison amounts to ten per cent, of the numerical 
basis of the existing classification, as given in para- 
- . graph 6 of Army Instruction (India) No. of

provisions of which-do not apply to them. 

All cases in-which a wound, injury or disability pension is not 
admissible under the old rules but -would be admissible under the 
iu Amy Instruction (India) No. 990 of- 1918 to a 
civilian ^ ranking as an Indian officer if the new rules were 
extended to civilian personnel, should be referred for the orders of 
the Government of India,

20, Special allowance for parents of unmarried 
soldiers. . _ 

With reference to paragraph 5 (a) of Army Order 440 of 
1014, which provides that the grant of an allowance to a depend- 
' ant shall be conditional on “ actual dependence for a reasonable 
period prior to mobilization or to the enlistment of the soldier, if 
later,’'’ it has been decided to dispense with this condition in the 
cases of parents (including step-parents) of unmarried soldiers 'who, 
■ on the 4th August 1914, or on the date ■ of joining the Colours 
(if later) were under the age of 2-3 years, and to issue an allowance 
at the fixed rate of 65 . a week in such cases wil-h efiecfc from the 
Ist October 1918, or from the date on which the soldier attains the 
age of 21 , whichever is the later. 

2 . This special allowance will alsobe issuable to the grandparents 
or other persons who have acted as foster parents to the soldier, 

— provided that they wholly or mainly supported thei soldier for a 
period of not less than one year before his enlistment ; such period 
need not necessarily, however, be the year immediately preceding 
enlistment. 

3. Except as -otherwise provided in this Instruction the special 
allowance will be subject to all the conditions and limitations 
applicable to dependants’ allowances granted on the basis of pre- 
enlistment dependence, e. (a) it will be subject to the limits 
governing multiple payments as laid down in paragraphs 70 and 71, 
Separation Allowance Regulations f (6) it will cease on the mar- 
riage of the soldier ; (e) it will not be. issuable concurrently with 
an allowance to another dependant of the' soldier j (d) it may be' 
substituted for a child’s allowance under paragraph 61, Separation, 
Allowance Regulations, if more advantageous, etc.

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4. Where the parent or foster parent is already in receipt of a 
dependants' allowance of less than 5». a week [including; excess 
allotment taken over as a State charge under Army Instrnction 
(India) No. 338 of 1318], such allowance will be increased to 5s. 
or such less amount as is admissible under paragraph 3, from the 
appropriate date without any apj)lication on the part of the soldier, 
provided that the conditions prescribed in this Instruction are 
fulfilled. The necc-ssary initial step.s in connection with the in- 
crease of these existing allowances will bo taken by Regimental 
Paymasters, Secretaries of Territorial Porce Associations and 
Controllers of Military Accounts. 

5. The special allowance, other than an increased allowance 
under paragraph 4, will be issuable only on the application of the 

\ soldier, or his parent or foster parent. 

Application will he made by the soldier on Army Form 
W.-nOlO, which will be forwarded by his Commanding OfKcer to 
the Regimental Paymaster of the unit, or the Local Controller of 
Military Accounts as the case may be ; if the soldier is serving on a 
Territorial Force atle.station the Paymaster will, after verifying 
date of birth and date of enlistment, transmit the application to 
the Territorial Force Association concerned. 

Application will be made by parents and foster parents on 
Form P. A.- 5; which will be obtainable at any Post Ollice in the 
United Kingdom or any Divisional office in India. The Form, 
when filled in, will be forwarded in accordance with the directions 
thereon, 

6. Officers Commanding, units, will take steps to ensnre that 
the conditions under which an unmarried soldier can obtain a 
special separation allowance for a parent or foster parent are made 
generally known to the men under their command. 

7. The necessary forms will shortly he obtainable from Con- 
tractors for printing Government of India forms (through the 
Superintendent of Government Printing, India, Calcutta).

2. Orders will be issued separately by the Public Works De- 
partment and the Railway Department (Railway Board) in regard 
to the number of overseers and sub-overseers to be trained by the" 
various local Governments and Railways. Overseers and sub- 
overseers will- be selected by the Public Works Department or 
Railway oflaeers concerned to the number required of them. 

3. Overseers and sub-overseers who have passed from a recog- 
nised college will be eligible, whether direct from college or tem- 
porarily out of employment, and also a small percentage of literate 
mistris will be eligible for training as sub-overseers. Before com- 
mencing training the men will be required to pass a medical

examination for fitness to serve overseas, to enrol on Form II I -D 
and' to undertake to serve overseas ,for a minimum period of two 
years.

3. Officers holding the appointments referred to above on that 
date will be graded by the General Officer Commanding the force 
concerned in one of the recognised administrative staff grades, 
namely, i'ssistant Adjutant General, Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General, Staff Captain or Staff Lieutenant.

I am directed to refer to tlie correspondence ending ■with en- 
dorsement No. 414-145-A., dated the 12th Eebruary 1915, from 
the General Officer Commanding, Bannu Brigade, to your address, 
on the subject of allowances on account of Indian Army reservists 
to Officers Commanding Reserve Centres. 

2. Under paragraph 241, Army Regulations, India, Volume I, 
a monthly office allowance and allowances for the repair of arms 
and accoutrements are paid to the Supeiwising Officer in charge of 
a Reserve Centre and are regulated by the number of reservists 
entered on the rolls of the centre. Since the outbreak of ^ the war 
large numbers of reseiwists have been xecalled to the colours. 
Some of them are distributed among various units and are trained 
at the headquarters of battalions and at depdta. Under the orders 
contained in Army Department letter No. H.-1228, dated 
the 3st October 1914, and paragraph 241' (footnote), Army . 
Regulations, India, Volume I, the allowances for these reser- 
vists are withdrawn from the Supervising Officers of Reserve 
Centres and granted to the battalions and depots to which the 
reservists are attached. It is represented that the allowances 
hitherto drawn by the Supervising Officers under paragraph 241, 
il/id, are thus gradually reduced until in many cases the amounts 
drawn are insufficient to meet the actual cost of maintaining the 
Reserve Centre Office.

XIV. — Armies of Occupation. 

1. Introduction . — In accordance with the Government annonnce- 
jnent, the Armies of Occupation to be maintained as from^ 1st 
February 1919, pending the reconstruction of the regular 
army, will be the Home Army, the Army of the Rhine, the 
Army of the Middle East and Egypt, the Detachment 
'Of the Ear North, and of Siberia, the Garrisons of the Crown’ 
Colonies and India, All those who are retained in the Ai’mies of 
'Occupation or who may volunteer for such armies may be called 
upon to serve in any Corps or Arm of the Service or in any of the 
Arrcies of Occupation,- _ No soldier under the age of twenty, 
however, will be required to serve elsewhere than in the Home 
Army or the Army of the Rhine. 

^ 2. Oj^cers. — The' officers (other than regular officers) re-

1, On the 11th November when the Armistice was signed 
there were about 3,500,000 Imperial British officers and soldiers 
on the pay and ration strength of the British Army. ^ 

During the two months that 'have passed since then rather 
more than three quarters of a" million have been demobilized or 
discharged. The system of demobilization which 'has been adopt- 
ed aims at reviving national industry by bringing them Home 
in the order of urgency according to trades. . 

lill] 
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There is no doubt that this is the wisest course and. it wilB 
continue to be followed in the large majoiity of cases. The time 
has now, however, come when military needs must be considered as- 
well as industrial. 

3. Unless we are to be defrauded of the fruits of victory, and 
without considering our allies to throw away all that we have won 
with so much -cost 'and trouble, we must provide, for a good many 
months to come. Armies of Occupation for the enemj''’s territory. 

These armies must be strong enough to exact from the 
Germans, Turks, and others, the just terms which the Allies 
demand, .and we must bear our share with hh’ance, America and 
Italy in providing them. The better trained and disciplined 
these armies are, the fewer men will be needed to do the job. We 
have therefore to create, in order to wind up the war satisfactorily, 
a strong, compact, contented and well-disciplined army, which will 
maintain the high reputation of the JBritish Service and make sure 
we are not tricked of what we have rightfully won. It will be an 
army far smaller than our present army, in fact it will be about 
one quarter of the great armies we have been using in the war. 


3. Our military commanders who know what Marshal Foehn’s 
wishes are, say that in their opinion not more than 900,000 
men of all ranks and arms will be sufficient to guard our 
interests in this transition period ,* therefore when this new army 
has been organised, and while it is being organised, over two and 
^a half million men, who were held to inilitary service when the .. 
fighting stopped, will be released to their homes and to industry, 
as fast as the trains and ships can carry them, and the pay officers 
settle their accounts. In other words out of 3,o00,000 it is 
proposed to keep, for the present, about 900,000, and to release 
all the others as fast as possible. 


.4. How ought wejo choose the 900,000 who are to remain to 
. nmsh up the work when men are marked for release? They 
obviously ought to go home in the order which will most quickly 
le-start our industries, for otherwise they would leave their means 
® ivelihood in the army or relinquish their rations and their

At the rate at which demobilization is now proceeding, viz.,— 
.over 35,000 a day, this should not take many weeks. 

11 There remains the British in India. Many of- the Terri- 
iorial and Garrison battalions who left England in the autumn 
wnf 1914 to <^uard our Indian Umpire or our overseas possessions 
have served four hot weathers in the East without either relief or the 
•excitement of battle. Up to -the present, hardly any volunteers 
have come forward to take their places, or those- of the Home 
ffan-isons as part of the permanent after-war .army of the -ontisb 
Empire. It is therefore necessary while this “ after-war or old 
British Army is being reconstituted, that these men, should 
•remain abroad for another hot season. 

It is felt that in all the circumstances they ought to participate 
dn the bonuses which apply to the Armies of Occupation. 

12 The above arrangements seem to be the best that can be 
•devised for the year 1919. During this year, however, we must 
remake the old British regular army so as to provide on a voluntary 

basis the overseas garrisons of India, Egypt, the ^^^^J^^unteer- 
fortresses, and other foreign stations.

Whereas in Our Warrant of the a9th March, 1917, provision is 
made for the grant of disablement pensions to soldiers disabled in 
the present war in addition to service pensions ; 

' Our Will and Pleasure is tliai-— 

1. A discharged soldier who has been granted, a disablement 
pension on the lowest scale under Our Warrant of the 39th March, 
1917, etc., may, if he has 18 or more years^ service, be granted a 
permanent pension for service as follows ; — 

(a) If he has 31 years' service or more the pension shall 

^ be assessed under Articles 1151 to 1166 of Our 

Warrant of the 1st December, 1934, for the Pay, 
Appointment, Promotion and Non-Effective Pay of 
Our Army, 

(<5) If he has 18 but less than 31 years’ service, the pen-

assessed under Article 1161 of Our Warrant of the 
1st December, 1914, before mentioned. 

Our Further Will and Pleasure is that' a dischaxged soldier with 
14 and less than 18 year's’ service who has been granted under

Extension of service of airmen in the Royal Air ^

1. In order to provide the airmen for overseas garrisons, and 
the necessary reserves at home, it has been decided that airmen 
may specially extend their Air Force service for periods of approxi- 
mately two, three, and four years, respectively, from date of exten- 
sion, the object being to obtain equal numbers in these three classes. 
The conditions, terms, ete, under which service may be extended, 
are now published for the information of all ranks but no action 
in the direction of accepting men, under the conditions laid down, 
is to be taken until further detailed instructions are issued.

301: Bevised arrangements for the payment, audit 
and adjustment of the accounts of men

TheJPollowIng procedure will be observed in future in connec- 
tion with the 'payment, audit and adjustment of the accounts of 
men of all Labour and Porter Corps — 

(1) The funds required for the preliminary expenses in connec- 
tion with recruitment of non-combatants will, as hitherto, be 
arranged for, and expenditure audited, by the Civil Accounts 
OflScers within whose audit area such expenses are incurred. 

(2) An assignment will be placed at the disposal of Com- 
mandants of Labour and Porter Corps depdts by the Chief Auditor, 
Non-Military Pay and Pension Accounts, Dadar, to meet all expenses 
at the depot and for the payment of advances, etc., to men proceed- 

■ ing on field service. The Commandants will draw the funds required 
by cheques and maintain a cash book, a copy of which, together 
with vouchers, should be sent monthly to the Chief Auditor, Dadar, 
in two batches, one for transactions from the 1st to the 10th of the 
month, and the second for transactions from .-the 11th to the last 
day of the month. 

(3) Prom the date of joining the depot, all Indian officers and 
men, whether required for service at the depot or for service 
overseas, will be brought on the payment of the Chief Auditor, 
who will retain them on his payment till the date of their discharge 
or transfer to another unit.

303. eommutation of pensions by Indian ranks of 
Hazara and other units whose homes are 
in Afghanistan. 

It has been decided that Indian officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men, and their heirs, whoso homes arb in Afghanis- 
tan, shall, with effect from the date of this Instruction, be 
allowed to commute their pensions, whether ordinary, invalid, 
wound, injury or family, under the following conditions 

(t) The commutation value of any pension will be one 
' hundred times the amount admissible under rule as 
a monthly pension, except as in paragraph 3 below. 

{it) Commutation will be optional, but once -the applicant 
elects either to commute or to receive pension, and 
has been paid any sum in respect thereof, the elec- 
tion cannot be revoked. 

(tit) In the event of a family pension being commuted, 
the amount admissible will not be disbursed before 
' . the date on which the family pension should com- 

mence. 

2. Before an applicant elects either to commute or to receive 
pension,. the condition in clause {it) of paragraph 1 above should 
be thoroughly explained to him. Cases may, however, arise where 
through some unusual and unforeseen circumstances a departme 
from this rule is desirable j such oases should be submitted for the 
orders of the Government of India. 

' 8. Cases where commutation is desired in lieu of a family 
pension 'to a son who is over' ten years of age and is we only
